The public should know by this time 
that the B. of L. B. employ no walking 
delegates to rule them nor does it allow 
any person to dictate strikes and the 
record of their Grand Ohief Arthur in 
the past has fully proven this. Mr. Sar- 
gent of theB. of L. F., Mr. Monahan of 
the switchmen's union and Mr. Powderly 
of the K. of L. are all conservative men 
worthy of the high esteem of the labor 
element and I might say all men.

IT HA^NDED! 


The Great Chleago Strike Comes to a 
Close» Bnt the Eiglieers Coa- 
tlnue Their War on 
the BarUngton. 


Oeioaoo, April 4.—Five 
thousand 
delegates, representing the engineers, 
firemen and switchmen of all the roads 
leading to Chicago, held a meeting yes- 
terday to discuss the strike sitoalion. 
Qcoieral Manager Jeffrey, of the Illinois 
Central, made an extended speech, at 
the conclusion of which it was resolved 
that the men of each road be allowed to 
use their own judgment in all questions 
growing out of the strike. This was 
considered a virtual endorsement of the 
Michigan Central men's action, in re- 
returniug to work. Telegrams passed 
between the Fort Wayne strikers and 
Superintendent MrCrea. The strikers 
asked whether if they returned to work 
in a body this morning they would be 
taken back. Mr. McCrea replied in the 
afl&rmative provided thej^ould handle 
all business without discrimination. 


ABTHUB Ifl WHiMNG. 
CiiBTaLANi), April 4.—-In regard to the 
congressional investigation into the Bur- 
lington strike at Chicago. Chief Arthur 
said: "We will be very glad to have 
the committee inqaire into the matter. 
It will tend to bring the policy of the 
railroad company to the light of public 
scrutiny. I cannot tell what the effect 
will be, but I believe the inquiry will be 
productive of much good." 


THB "Q" BOTOOTT BAUXD. 


Chicago, April 4.—The final result of 
the meetings of the employes of the var- 
ious roads in this city, which began yes- 
terday afternoon and lasted until a late 
hour last night, is announced this morn- 
ing in a declaration that the boycott of 
the "Q" cars has been permanently 
raised and henceforth the contest will be 
confined strictly to the "Q" system. 
WHAT IT IIBANS. 


This raising of the boycott means 
that all the strikes now on, except the 
Q," are to stop forthwith, and all those 
which were imminent are to be avoided. 
The business of Chicago is to be re- 
stored and maintained by the strikers 
with strict decorum. The . other roads 
are absolved from the requirement of 
jieutrality, and violence is to be discon- 
tinued according to the 
well-known 
policy of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive engineers. 


The arrangement agreed upon, it is 
stated, is directly due to the exertions 
of Chief Arthur, Qrand Master Sargent, 
and Grand Master 
Monaghan. 
The 
meeting declared its undivided confi- 
dence in the cause and conduct of the 
Q" strikers, and urged them to fight 
with even greater, though always honor- 
able, fury. Nothing was to be left un- 
done to brhig the "Q" to terms. Every- 
body connected with the system, who 
could be called out, would be and one 
embarrassment after another was to be 
enforced, so long as honorable and 
proper. 


The strikes on competing and con- 
necting roads therefore will be abandon- 
ed. The engineers will afford every aid 
to those ruads in inter changing ail 
freight possible with the Burlington by 
thus overwhelming the Burlington with 
business. The men argue that the fact 
will soon be demonstrated that it is by 
no means prepared to handle it with 
the new hands now in its employ. 


The plea of the Burlington that the 
places of the strikers have all been filled 
and consequently that it has nothing to 
arbitrate, the engineers think, will be 
demolished and the company will be 
compelled to arbitrate the question at 
issue. 
HOW THB OFFIOIAIiS VIBW THB SBTTLB- 
MBNT. 


General Manager E. T. Jeflerey, of 
the Illinois Central, said to a reporter 
this morning: 
"As a workingman of 
thirty-five 
years experience, and as 
manager of a great railroad, I promised 
my men that in the event of the failure 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
strike none of the men would be black 
listed by my company. I told them 
that my Influence would be used with 
the managers of other roads towards 
the same result 
Because a man had 
made a mistake in one instance was no 
cause why he should be blacklisted. 


"I am opposed to blacklisting; bitter- 
ly opposed to it. I outlined the hard- 
ships which a boycott would impose up 
on the lumbermen, many of whom 
would be ruined, men who were not re- 
sponsible in any way for the conditions 
which had brought on the strike. 
The 
outcome is an evidence of the strong 
good sense of the workingmen. 
They 
are sometimes hasty, but in the eijd 
conservative principles will prevail. 


"It is not to be expected that a work- 
ingman should be gifted with the faculty 
of calculating the results of a certain 
movement. 
They calculated they could 
injure the Burlington road by depriying 
themselves of work. This was wrong, 
of course, and they now realize it. 
The 
situation was an extremely critical one 
and the results that might have hap 
pened in a few days can never ba est 
mated." 


General Passenger Agent Morton, of 
the Burlington, when informed of the 
result of the meeting, said: 
"I am very 
glad, indeed, to learn that this strike is 
declared off even on the other roa^p, and 
do not understand why it does not in- 
clude our road. 
We have all the engi- 
neers and firemen we want and more 
than enough switchmen to fill the places 
of all the men who struck." 


MhiWaukbs, April 4.—General Man- 
ager Miller, of the St. Paul road, said 
this morning that all the men who quit 
' the employ of Ihe company of their own 


aooord have returned to work. I shall 
issue an order this morning cancelling 
the order Mond^ to go into effect on 
Monday next. The order in question 
was that of reducing the force of the 
road one-third. 


Chxoaoo, April 4—The Chicago, Bock 
Island and Pacific railway sent h train 
of cars to Burlington this morning for 
the first time since the strike on the 
"Q" began. This indicates that the 
bofcott has been completely raised by 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive en- 
giaeers, and that the Book Island ofS- 
oials no longer fear any complications 
with thoir men, because of exchanging 
bufiiaess with the Burlington. 


The managers of the Bock Island road 
maintained in oourt this morning, be- 
fore Judge 
Gresham, that, notwith- 
standing the denials of the Burlington 
ofiicials, the Bock Island's charges were 
true th it the Burlington has bean trying 
by rato waM and a?rikes to force the 
formation of a great western railway 
trust. The Bock Island entered a mo- 
tion that the whole matter be carried to 
a master, before whom the testimony 
should be taken to establish its charges. 
m'obba talks. 
General Manager McCrea, of the Fort 
Wayne and Panhandle roads, was seen 
at the t'aciffc hotel larft night and he, 
without hesitation, confirmed the report 
of the strikers back down. He said: "At 
about 3 o'clock I received a request 
from the representatives of the striking 
switchmen, engineers and firemen, to 
the effect ^ a t if they retamed in a body 
would I permit them aU to resume work 
and 
not 
disohargu 
or 
suspend 
any of them 
because 
of the last 
two 
or 
three 
day's 
happenings. 


In reply I stated that if the men 
would resume their places at once and 
handle all traffic without discrimination 
of any kind, they could do so, and no 
discipline would be imposed for what 
had taden place. At 6:45 o'clock I re- 
ceived a message stating that at a meet- 
ing held at 4 o'clock in the evening,it had 
been decided that the men would re- 
sume work." 


CROW, YE DEHOCBiTS. 


A Oain of Thirty.Five Tmsteei in Fifty 
Conntles—A Clean Sweep in 
Adams. 


iMDiANAPOiiis, April 4.—The Sentinel 
has received authentic returns of Tues- 
day's election from fifty oonnties in the 
state, and they show that the democrats 
have gained at least thirty-five town- 
ship trustees. 
The vote was light in 
nearly all the counties with some few 
exceptions. 
Large democratic gains 
are reported from many sections, and 
the party seems to be in admirable con- 
dition.

Decatur—The township election in

Waterloo defeat for the republicans. 
They have been claiming seven out of 
the twelve trustees, but complete returns 
show a democratic gain of three trustees, 
giving a democratic trustee to every 
township in the connty. 
In St. Mary's, 
the banner republican township, the in- 
dependent democratic candidate was 
elected over the regular republican nom- 
-nee. 
Democrats are enthusiastic. 


Loganeport—The proposition «o pur- 
chase toil roads was defeated by 400 ma- 
jority. 


Wabash.—The republican plurality in 
this republican stronghold is 1,118. The 
democrats carried one township by 4. 
The prohibitionists were very active. 
They polled about 200 votes, a slight in- 
crease over the vote of 1886.

LáBOR NEWS. 


What the Knighto of Labor snd Trsdes 
Union Delegate? are Doing. 


The committee appointed 
by 
the 
Trades and Labor council last night, to 
call on the retail grocers in regard to 
early closing, is composed equally of 
Knights of Labor and trades union rep- 
resentatives, with the 
secretary and 
president of the grooeru' olerks added. 
\ They will begin their labors to-day 
ànd when completed will call a speeiài 
meeting to report their action and devise 
ways and means for carrying any de- 
cision they have made into effect 


It was the unf^nimoos opinion of all 
delegates that the clerks should have 
the privileges of early hours as well as 
other laboring men, and be given a 
chance to make the acquaintance of 
their wives, children and sweethearts 
before the time of going to bed. 


The four groceries reported as refus- 
ing to close all derive their custom from 
laboring men, and it was generally con- 
ceded that such firms, above all others, 
should show appreciation of the efforts 
of the clerks for shorter hours. 


The carpenters' anion sent a new del- 
egation, with credentials, to the meet- 
ing and it was seated on the ground that 
the previous delegation was uuconstita- 
tionally appointed. 


The resolution to not buy any of 
Phillip Armour's meat, was concurred in 
^nd a committee was appointed to carry 
She resolution into effect. This action was 
taken in accordance with the demands of 
the butchers employes union, on the 
ground that. Armour discharged all oi 
his union men in 1886, and at present is 
selling fresh beef to local butchers to 
the detirment of the home butchers em- 
ployes, who are being discharged to 
make room for meat that is offered on 
the Fort Wayne 
market from 
the 
above named establishment and has a 
general boycott of organized labor against 
it
